3YNOPSISOF CANADIAN NORTH 
WEST LAND REGULATIONS 

Any person who is the sole head of 
a family, or any male over IS years 
old, may homestead a quarter sec- 
tion of available Dominion lnnd in 
Manitoba, Saskatchewan or Alberta 
The applicant must appear in person 
at the Dominion Lands Agency or 
Sub-agency for the district. Entry 
by proxy may be made at any agen- 
cy, on certain conditions by father, 
mother, son, daughter, brother or 
aister of intending homesteader. 

Duties.— Six months' residence upon 
and cultivation of the land in ench 
of three years. A homesteader may 
live within nine miles of his home- 
stead on a farm of at least 80 acres 
solely owned and occupied by him or 
by his father, mother, Ron, daughter, 
brother or sister. 

In certain districts a homesteader' 
In good standing may pre-empt a 
quarter-section alon^ side his home- 
■tead. Price $3.00 per acre. 

A homesteader who has exhausted 
bis homestead risht nnd ennnot ob- 
tain a pre-emption may enter for a 
purchased homestead in certain dis- 
tricts. Price $3.00 per acre. Duties. 
—Must reside six months in each of 
three years, cultivate fifty acres and 
erect a house worth $300.00.

of the chapel attendance rules. At the 
present time each student is required 
to attend four times during e.ich week 
as well ns both Sunday services. If a 
student absents himself without a 
proper excuse more than three times 
a month he is summoned before his 
dean. For a first offense he will pro- 
bably incur nothing more than a 
warning admonishment but in the 
event of a second misdemeanor of the 
kind he will be in imminent danger of 
most severe censure and even punish- 
ment. Many cases are recorded of 
men being debarred from all campus 
privileses in some instances for as 
long a period as two months for 
what to an outsider would seem a 
very slight irregularity in chapel at- 
tendance. Htrangely enough there 
exists no lecture attendance rule at 
Princeton a student being perfectly 
free to attend or absent himself from 
It is also a 
rule peculiar to Princeton that Under- 
graduates are permitted to write 
their semester examinations without 
the presence of any examiner in the 
room, it being left entirely to the 
good faith of each student nat to 
consult his neighbor's paper. It seems 
unreasonable where such extreme 
lenience is shown in nil lay matters 
there should be such severity and 
strictness in regard to the religions 
life of the university.
